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HOW TO MAKE GOOD SCHOOLS. 


An esteemed lady teacher in Reno 
sends us the fellowing clipping from 
the Normal School Visitor, on ‘‘How 
To Make Good Country Schools.” 
Our fair contributor remarks that it is 
as applicable to Reno schools as to 
“country schools,” and requests its 
publication. So, as “a lady's wish 
makes slaves of us all”(sometimes), 
here followeth the article: 

“Elect none but live, educated men 


as directors. 
Have school houses neatly 


built 
ly supplied with good furniture 
and apparatus. 

Have the school year commence the 
first Monday in September and con- 
tinue, with a holiday vacation, till the 
first of May following. 

Employ none but trained teachers, 
or those to lead, rather than 
mislead y 


Retain the —— teacher througbout 
the school year. . 

_ Pay said teacher eneugh to enable 
him to live and have a little money to 
spend for fitting himself for higher 
usefalness in his calling. 

Don't employ a teacher because he 
underbids some one else. Cheap 
teachers, like cheap jewelry, are not 
made of good material. Avoid them. 

Let parents, ofhcials and others visit 

the schools frequently, not to fiod 
fault but to encourage both teacher 
aod pupil. 
Don't be afraid your schools are 
costing too much. Your children, par- 
ents, are more valuable than your 2 
ses and cattle; the theory of many 
school patrons to the contrary not- 
withstanding. 

Have a special pride in making 
your own the banner school of thw 
township or county. Faith as large 
as a mustard seed will remove mouo- 
tains of dificulty in our school work. 
Parents and ods of our country 
schools, think of these things, and go 
to work to make your schools what 
you would have them be. Good 
schools do not, like manna of Israe- 
lite times, drop from the clouds. They 
must be made so by money and 
work.” 

Te the foregoing we would take the 
liberty of adding: If teachers in gen- 
era] spent less time in cumbering the 
minds of children with names and 
dates and other musty rubbish vf 
learning; and spent more time in 
teaching them something of the nature 
of things; of the-wonders of natural 
science, of the great formative forces 
of nature, of botany, geology, zoology, 
and kindred studies which help tomake 
life worth living, and which increase 
in interest us life advances— if teachers 
would all do this, we say, the time of 
Many of them would be better em- 
ployed than it is now. We would 
like to club the teacher who made us 
(when a little boy in school)learn, or 
pretend to learn, the heights of moun- 
tains in Asie, but taught us nothing 
ot how the green grass sprang up out 
of doors, or whence came the dew that 
wet our unwilling feet on the walk to 
that dismal school in the summer 
mornings; nothing of what made the 
sky so red at sunset, or the wind blow, 
or the clouds form in the sky, or the 
rain come rushing to the earth. The 
Sea was at the school house door, but 
not a word did that teacher tell us of 
anemones, or starfish, or the little 
equids that the waves washed to our 
feet, or of any of the other myriad won- 
ders of the deep. Yes, we would en- 
joy clabbing that teacher with a fifty- 
pound .six-foot club, if only that 
teacher were a man, instead of a good 
old lady, who didn’t know any better, 
and taught as well as she knew how.

Assays of J. 4 K. Ore.

Its Mines and Minerals—Plenty of Wood 
and Water and Game—The Settie- 
ments, Stage Routes, Fares, ctc.—A 
Rush Anticipated ia the Spriog. 


BxLixvor, Idaho, Feb. 27, 1881. 
Editor Gazette. No that the min- 


Pas-| ing regions of Idaho are attracting so 


much attention, perhaps some relia- 
ble information about this one of the 


most promising sections will be of in- 


terest to many of your readers, It is 
not yet two years since the first per- 
manent location was made in what is 
now known as Wood River District, 
mineral belt eighty miles long and 
from thirty to sixty miles wide. To- 
day, for sixty contiouous miles, there 
are hundreds of locations and many 
paying mines. Even with the enor- 
mous cost of teaming ores to the near- 
est railroad station, 150 miles distant, 
thence to the smelters and refiners at 
Salt Lake, the mines Jay Gould, May 
Flower, Idahoan, Bullion, Morton and 
others have shown handsome returns 
over all expenses. The unusually 
early and severe winter closed trans- 
portation, but many of the miners 
have kept forces at work getting ore 
on the dumps ready for shipment as 
early in the spring as possible, The 
Bullion will early in March increase 
its force to three hundred. 

There are three mining districts of 
the Wood River range, and the char- 
acter of the ores vary witheach. There 
are found cake galena and carbonates, 
carrying 60 to 70 per cent. lead—sul- 
phurets and antimonial silver running 
into the thousands. Further up the 
range the mineral is found in calcare- 
ous shale, spar iron and quartz. All 
the districts have developed paying 
mines. The whole region is well 
watered by Big and Little Wood riv- 
ers, fed by streams from every canyon 
and mountain gorge. The water 
power is sufficient for mills and min- 
ing; the mountains well wooded with 
forests of red fir and black pine, 
spruce, etc. 

This is the country the Bannock In- 
dians fought for several years ago, 
claiming it as a bunting ground. It 
is full of game of all kinds, elk, deer, 
antelope, bear, and the lesser spoils of 
the hunt—grouse and pruirie chick- 
ens; while beaver, otfer and mink 
abound. The smaller streams are 
filled with mountain trout, while the 
river has a seemingly inexhaustible 
stock of the larger trout. Warm 
springs are found every few miles, 
Owing to the elevation—5,500 feet 
agriculture may not prove practicable, 
but the numerous valleys of the 
mountains and camas prairies to the 
southwest furnish the finest grazing 
country in the world—bunch grass 
thick as it dan grow and innumerable 
streams in every direction. . 

The settlements are all new-—none 
yet have reached their first anniver- 
sary but Billevue, the first town on 
the river, and the first on the stage 
road from Blackfoet on the East 
Boise to the west, and Kelton to the 
south; has had by far the most rapid 
growth and bids fair to be the leading 
town of the district. It already boasts 
of five hotels, as many stores, two 
putcher shops, doctors and lawyers, a 
dentist, a shoemaker, several feed and 
livery stables, swill milk vendors, 
and in fact most all the branches of 
industry are well represented. A 
smelter is being put up several miles 
above town. Eastern capital begins 
to appear. Salt Lake capitalists are 
already on the ground gathering up 
cheap mining properties and town 
lots. It is confidently expected that 
the grand rush will bring in fully fif- 
teen thousand people and make this a 
lively place indeed. A newspaper 
will issue its first daily about the first 
week in April, and keep the outside 
world posted on the doings of this 
distant mining camp. 

The other towns or Ketchum and 
Galena, farther up the mountains, 
have had deeper snows to contend 
with, and show no growth, but as 
both are also surrounded by rich 
mines, they will doubtless have a fair 
sbare of the coming immigration. 

Our mails here have been irregular 


and uncertain; at one time for two 


weeks there was no communication 
with the railroad. Last summer the 
contract was let for a daily mail via 
Blackfoot on the Utah Northern. 
However good in summer, it has 
proven impracticable as a winter 
route. The first of March there will 
be a daily line via Kelton, which road 
can be traveled at all seasons of the 
year. The routes to Bellevue—the 
startiug point for all the mines—are 
the Keiton (fare from Reno to Kelton 
$37 25); thence by stage to Bellevue 


(fare $85, time 48 hours); the Black-

way of Winnemucca valley, Deep 
Hole, Summit lake, Camp Fort Smith, 
Crossing of the Owyhee, Snake river 
to Bellevue. 

And now a few words to those con- 
templating| a journey hither: If you 
have means, come when you please; 
there are investments at all times for 
capital. If means are limited, the 
latter part of May or first of June is 
as early as it is prudent to venture. 
Then the snow will have disappeared 
and mining and prospecting can be 
carried on, giving work to all. W. 


How Things Are in Sierra Valley. 

In Sierra valley a few grasshoppers 
have already hatched out, and tie 
ranchers are getting a little nervous. 

The coldest weather in the valley 
was in November, when the mercury 
dropped two degrees below Zero. 
Freezing point is 36 above zero out 
there. 

Mountain streams flowing into the 
valley, during the late flood, were 
filled with blacx bugs called “snow 
fleas. 

Grass is green, and the weather was 
never more delightful. The girls are 
begi ning to spruce up for the spring 
courting season, which has already 
fairly opened. 

F. Rowland is sinking an artgian 
well. It is down 140 feet and has not 
struck water. J. Jones has sunk one 
which gave a flow when forty feet 
deep. 

Microscopists will be pleased to 
learn that beautiful new varieties of 
diatoms have been found by Dr. 
Pritchard. He gathers up what ap- 
pears to be green scum, and sends it 
to the scientists, who find beautiful 
cell structures in the diatoms of which 
it consists.

An Earthquake in Ischia---100 Person 
Killed and 200 Injured. 


London, March 7. 

A fearful earthquake occurred at 
Cascamacciola, Island of Ischia, on 
Friday. The first shock came at 1:30 
r. u., and the second an hour later. 
The second and fatal shock lasted 
seven seconds, and was accompanied 
by a noise like subterranean thunder. 
Then came the crash of falling bouses, 
accompanied by the shrieks of the 
victims. Two hundred houses were 
thrown down and many others demol- 
ished and made uninhabitable. The 
killed number 100 and many more 
were injured. The total number of 
victims is estimated at 300. The 
wounded are being conveyed in steam- 
ers to the hospital at Naples. At 
Amnes five persons were killed and 
thirteen houses were destroyed. The 
panic-stricken inhabitants are camp- 
ing in the fields, afraid to venttre 
back. Harrowing scenes were pre- 
sented at the mortuary chamber, 
mothers, wives and children striving 
to snatch the dead from the biers on 
which the soldiers were carrying them 
away. Soldiers, police and doctors 
were immediately dispatched from 
Naples. Shortly before the first shock 
the mineral springs were observed to 
be in a state of ebullition.

Cause of Heat in Mines and Springs.

The hottest places in the 
mines are where the heat is generated 
by both lime and pyrites. The hot 
springs at Steamboat are due to the 
decomposition of iron pyrites. The 


Enterprise adds: 

At Steambot Springs we probably 
see a big mineral vein (like the Com- 
stock) in process of formation. Ages 
ago there was probably a line of hot 
springs along the course of the Com- 
stock. The mines of Europe and 
Mexico which are comparatively cold 
at great depths are undoubtedly ages 
and ages older than the Comstock. 

The Comstock is probably the 
youngest mine in any part of the 
world that is now known and being 
worked. Here, down in our lower 
levels,we are following close u the 
heels of Nature—getting well down 
into her workshop.’

The plain- 
tiff,a contractor, had received from 
the defendant instructions to repair a 
house which had been

aimost eaten away by the white ants, 
and that a consideravly increased ex- 
penditure would be required to put 
the house in thorough repair, and he 
informed defendant of the fact.
